FROM HAVANA. 


BLOOD FLOWING ON EVERY 
HAND. 


Fresh Ageression—American Vessels 
Boarded and Searched and ba. 
sengers Arrested and Imprisoned— 
Large Numbers of Patriots and 
Smypathisers Shot—Blood Flow. 
ing in the Streets, and the Lives 
of Americans in Danger where the 
Least Suspicion Exists. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—The officers 
of Moro Castile report her arrival at 
Havana, and the vessel boarded. 
While aboard the passengers were 
unmolested, but were seized upon 
landing. Six of the 17 steerage pas- 
sengers were arrested, but were dis- 
charged after being searched. The 
Spanish officers explained that they 
were suspected of bearing dispatches. 
Persons for whom they were 
searching came on the City of 
New York. She was boarded upon 
her arrival, and her passengers 
seized and searched, Six were 
declared guilty. Three were women. 
An extensive Correspondence was 
found secreted about the person of 
one, the niece of Almada, who had 
attracted attention during the passage 
by her great beauty and brilliant 
conversational powers. The prison— 
ers Were confined in the cabin, and 
their fate unknown when the Moro 
Castle left. The Bambalier Express 
Agent attempted to throw some 
papers out of the window, but they 
tell shemt. He was at once condemned 
to death. From theextensive cor res- 
pondence which had been seized, 
many persons on the Island, hither- 
to unsuspected, were implicated, and 
as the Moro Castle left Havana they 
were being shot without mercy. It 
was estimated that about 40 patriots 
on various portions of the Island had 
met this fate. In the meantime the 
most extensive 1 for the 
reception of the Tornado were going 
forward in Havana.

Towards the close of the last ses- 
ion of the Legislature, . JOHN- 
STON, of Buncombe, introd a set 
of resolutions in the House, looking 
to the celebration of the one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the Mecklen. 
burg Declaration of Independence.

Therefore, not only 
patriotism, but self-interest as well,
